In the suburb of the city is lo- 
cated the Tropical Garden, a tropi- 
cal allegory of verdant beauty, The 
garden is owned by a brewery in 
the city of Havana and is worthy of 
a visit by any lover of beauty and 
artistry. 

Riding into the country the Press 
observed sugar, tobacco, and fruit 
plantations owned by wealthy Ha- 
vana citizens. The natives or ten- 
ants of the farms live in huts, 
many of which are thatched. The 
chief sources of income to Cuba are 
these plantations, distilleries 
timber. The soil of the greater 
part of the island is fertile and cap- 
able of vast yield. 

The concluding feature of the 
day was a reception with the Re- 
porters Club as host, with Rene 
Canizares as master of ceremonies, 
Included in the program was an ad- 
dress by the president of the Club, 
Mr. Cesar Rodriquez, interpreted 
by Augustin Lazo, followed by sev- 
eral musical and dance numbers, 
Concluding the program was the 
presentation of a section of a spar 
of the Spanish ship, “Oquendo” to 
the Reporters Club, The presenta- 
tion was made by the president of 
the Alabama Press Association, 
Webb Stanley, and Senator Will O.

Direct- 
ly in front of the statue is the fa- 
mous 24 carat diamond contributed 
by the laborers who constructed 
the building.

Luis del Pizo, president of the Sen- 
ate and Dr. Carlos Sterling, speaker 
of the House.
